He said serious offenders 
needed incarceration for only 
two days at a local ho^ital 
or, perhaps, time at Institu¬ 
tions on islands or on large 
boats.

Smith, buoj'ant from h4.s 
landslide viftoiy in Wednes¬ 
day's national elections, em- 
p>hasized he wtiuld continue 
work on his own "internal so¬ 
lution" for Rhodesia, describ¬ 
ing it as "seconthiTtring to the 
bow" and a "wise pirecau- 
tion." 

Smith. whose Rhodesia 
Front ;>artj’ won all 50 white 
■eats in the 66-member j>arlia- 
ment, received the new Anglo- 
American plan in a three-and- 
a-half hour meeting with 
America’s l.T»I AmlMssador 
Andrew Y'oung and British 
Foreign Secretary David 
Owen. 

"We will give it thorough 
consideralifm." he said. 

Smith, who already has re*- 
.lected outright some.facets of 
the plan, said he would need 
"a coupile of days to under¬ 
stand it correctly." He said 
the package contained ele¬ 
ments he had not exp»ected. 
.Some were pleasantly surpris¬ 
ing but others were not, he 
jfaid. ^ 

Details of the plan an¬ 
nounced in London called for 
Smith to step down as prime

Police intelligence agents 
are checking literature, pam- 
irfilete and books found on the 
premises of the three men “to 
see if it links these people to 
any anti-subversive groups,” 
Ackroyd said. "But we cant 
make any statement that 
would link titem to any partic¬ 
ular group right now.” 

Meanwhile, a senior Yugos¬ 
lav consular official said 
Thursday that enemies of his 
country’s Communist govern¬ 
ment were allowed to nm free 
in Canada. 

Marijan Brscic. deputy con¬ 
sul general, said Yugoslav 
missions aiKl individuals were 
being terrorized. 

Commuting on a suggea- 
tion that three dead men may 
have been making bombs to 
use against supporters of the 
Yugoslav* ^eg^me. Brscic 
said: "We have had promises 
from your ministry <rf foreign 
affairs and police that th^ 
peoi^e are betog wetched, but 
something like this fm* ue 
wolh fear.”

CONTRARY lo general expeclalions. Prime 
Minister Ian Smith has not rejected out of hand the 
seven-point Anglo-American peace plan for 
Rhodesia. Instead he has implied that an ultimate 
solution to his embattled country's problems might 
be found through an amalgamation trf the London- 
Washington proposals and his own scheme for 
bringing about a just settlement 

Certainly his attitude indicates that he is not 
only willing to talk with the Western envoys but is 
open to compromise This in itself should be 
recognized by both the United States and Britain as 
an important concession from the Rhodesian 
leader, who now speaks from an unchallenged posi¬ 
tion of strength among white Rhodesians following 
Wednesday’s general election in which he soundly 
defeated a strong challenge from his ri^t-wing 
white supremicist oppoi^ts 

Obviously Mr. Smith is not prepared to accept 
the peace plan in total. Nor could he be expected lo. 
lor It raises more questions than it provides 
answers lor. 

p 

Kor instance the Anglo-American proposal calls 
tor the surrender of power by the present Rhodesian 
regime. This implies that the Smith government 
will be required to resign immediately and hand 
over the complete administration of Rhodesian af¬ 
fairs to some as yet unnamed "resident commis¬ 
sioner" from the United Kingdom. A most im¬ 
probable and highly impractical suggestion 

It also proposes a United Nations "presence 
during the transition from white to black majority 
rule, including a UN force. Such a peace-keeping 
force could only be authorized, of course, with Rus- 
sia'i approval and certainly that would only be 
forthcoming if such a force were seen by the 
U.S.S.R. as an instrument for securing power for 
the Marxist terrorist faction. And in pursuit of this 
goal the Soviet Union would have the full backing of 
the Communist-leaning Mack states surrounding 
Rhodesia and more than likely the Organization of 
African Unity. 

These are but two of the points Mr. Smith may 
have strong doubts about. However, the major point 
of disagreement is likely to centre around the 
Anglo-American insistence that the Communist¬ 
armed Cuban-directed Popular Front alliance of 
terrorists play a leading part in any settlement 

Mr. Smith has already stated his determination 
to deal only with the moderate nationalist African 
leaders. Bishop Abel Muzorewa and Rev 
.Ndabaningi Silhole. instead of the Popular From 
terrorist leaders Nkumo and Mugabe 

However, under the .Anglo-American plan, this 
decision would not be his to make. Indeed, he and 
his present colleagues would have no say abwt 
anything to do with how Rhodesia will transform 
itself into Zimbabwe. The key man df this transition 
period would be the new British-appointed ad¬ 
ministrator 

Commenting on this very point last week from 
the leaked Anglo-American plan lor ploti" the 
Yorkshire Post observes: "... consider what would 
happen if. there were a British-appointed 
administrator-general ihow about Sir Harold 
Wilson or a relative of Field Marshall Amin? I if the 
.Marxist-backed guerrillas still based in. or suc¬ 
cored by. MozamMque and Zambia, were'nol very 
pleased with the pace or direction of political 
developments and so resumed fighting Britain 
would find itself playing the traditional colonial role 
— being shot at. physically and politically, from all 
sides. 

"Britain s man would not be able to guarantee 
law and order inside the country, still less security 
on the borders. He would come under instructions 
from London lor more likely, from Maputo or Dar 
es Salaam I to give priority to the argyments being 
shot through the barrel of a gun 

The Yorkshire Post's editorial, although color 
tul. may be too gloomy in light of the so far co¬ 
operative manner demonstrated by Mr. Smith in his 
reception of the peace plan At this time ther#' is 
good reason'for optimism. 


Trudeau human rights stand inexplicable

OTTAWA — Last month Prime 
Minister Trudeau tried to juaUfy his “gn 
slow on human rights" assistance to 
Moscow by saying that pressing the 
Soviets could revive the cold war 

That’s nonsCTise How can you revive 
<tomething that hasn't died’’ 

Pronouncing the cold war dead has 
bei'ome fashionable in certain circles Bui 
while the basic causes and manifestations 
of the blight persist, these exercises are 
]ust as futile as pronouncing Quebec 
separatism dead or a patient cured while 
the clauses and symptoms of his sickness 
remain untouched 

The cold war is an unorthodox form of 
miernational conflict which is waged bv 
all conceivable means short of direct clash 
of armed forces. Its main weapons are 
propaganda, subversion, sabotage, 
demoralization ahd social disintegration 
In other words, it's a deadly struggle 
whose objective is concfuest. as in ’ hot 
war. but without military showdown 
The basic cause of the cold war 
regardless of what assorted revisionists of 
historicai facts may try to make us 
believe, was Soviet subjugation of half of 
Kurope This happened in flagrant viola¬ 
tion of wartime agreements with Western 
detnocracies Instead of ple<^ed liberation 
of (fernian^MTupied countries. Moscow 
replaced Nazi totalitarianism with the 
rommunist brand 

This principal cause of the cold war has 
neither been eliminated nor modified ()n 
the contrary Soviet domination over the 
KremHn's newly created colonial empire 
M the heart of European civilization has 
been systematically tightened 


('onsequenlly the mam visible cold 
war manifestations — such obscene symp¬ 
toms of the disease as the Berlin Wall and 
the rest of the physical Iron Curtain — 
have become more, not less, deadly bar¬ 
riers for the hundreds of millions of unfor¬ 
tunate people in the huge concentration 
camp bf the Soviet orbit 

This month happens to provide two 
tragically vivid reminders of these facts 
Sixteen years ago. on August 13. under 
the cover of Soviet tanks, the Berlin Wall 
went up overnight to stem a flood of 
workers and farmers from Communist 
ruled East (Germany At first a makeshift 
)umbie of barbed wire and crude cement 
blocks, this monument of totalitarian bar¬ 
barism has been gradually transformed 
into a solid barrier with sophisticated 
automatic-firing weapons There are now 
reportedly some 30.000 such devices along 
the wall, in addition to searchlight* 
machine gun towers and minefields. 

Specially selected border guards have 
orders to shoot to kill anyone trying to 
scale the ('ommunist fence. Some 170 peo¬ 
ple are known to have perished in the at¬ 
tempt. Many were left to Meed to death 
when the bullet or shrapnel that bit them 
was not immediately fatal. 

But. says Pierre Trudeau, better not 
press Moscow and its satellite satraps on 
human rights because that might revive 
the <*old war 

Hie secxMid reminder was the ninth an¬ 
niversary. on August 21. of the Soviet-led 
invasion by half a million Warsaw troops 
of Communist-niied Czechoslovakia whM 
It attempted "socialism with a human 
face " under the Dubcek regime in 1961

What these amount to is p re wu re on 
refugees who are now. in most cases, 
ritisens of their host countries, to become 
remote-controlled captives of the Prague 
regime, and pay for it through their noses 
M hard currencies, if they want to enter¬ 
tain any hope of their clow relatives ever 
getting permitg to travel for family visits 
abroad. 

It’s a devHMi new method for frighten- 
mg and terrorizing those who managed to 
escape direct controls of totalitarian 
tyranny. It is also another examjrfe of the 
('ommunists’ cynical mockery of the 
third banket" provisions (free movement 
of people, particuiarly Hi re-unification of 
families) of the Helsinki accords 

But. says Prime Minister Trudeau we 
mustn't pr e ss Moscow and its colonies on 
human rights because that could revive 
the cold war.

The first German-made documentary film on the 
political career of Adolf Hitler opened in movie houses 
across West Germany, and drew huge audiences 

In a cheap rooming house in Asuncion. Paraguay, one of 
the top-ranking former Nazi SS officers who escaped postwar 
justice. Edward Roschmann. the "Butcher of Riga.” was 
found dead at 69. 

Great Britain. France and the United States reiterated 
their position that Rudolf Hess, the only Nazi war criminal 
convuked at Nuremberg who is still ui c^inement. should be 
freed now that he is 83 The Soviet Union vetoes the sugges¬ 
tion. 

Former SS Lt.-Col. Herbert Kappler. now 70 and 
reportedly dying of cancer, was spiriM out of an Italian 
military hospital in Rome, and taken by his wife to northern 
Germany. 

Chairman Willy Brandt of the Social Democratic Party 
warned Chancellor Helmut Schmidt that neo-Nazis had 
become bolder in their political activities. 

And in Amsterdam. Pieter Menten. 78. went on trial, ac¬ 
cused of being an SS officer who carried out massacres in the 
Soviet Union during the Second World War 

While many of these events made headlines around the 
world, a mea.surable majority of Germans wondered what 
all the excitement was about 

A resurgence of interest in Hitler and Nazism? That is a 
sick joke to a big majority of Germans under 60 They are far 
more worried about the bewildering array of leftist terrorist 
and political groups that use rights to public activity that are 
barred to Nazis 

Kappler escapes from jail and the government provides 
him with police protection, indicating that it will not send 
him hark to Italy? Leaveahe old man in peace’ Dozens of 
prisoners, including olhetNnurderers. have escaped from 
Italian jails, and are far more dangerous than Kappler 
The concept of a resurgent Fascist movement in Ger¬ 
many has been encouraged by French. Italian and Dutch 
journalists as well as the propagahdists of Communist 
eastern Europe. The latter are dedicated to dividing the 
western democracies, and find Hitler a volatile issue for 
their purposes 

A parallel criticism, directed mostly from outside the 
muntrv. savs the Germans have compromised their 
democratic system to attack the Marxist terrorist cells, and 
to mistreat the left-wing guerrillas already in jail 

The criticism regenerates a historic tendency for 
Germans to turn inward, and a national paranoia that the 
nuLside world is still conspiring again.sl their nation 

While foreign journalists write about the resuscitation 
of Nazism. German writers discuss the issue of '"boersen

Deutschland" — wicked Germany How long, they ask. will 
Germany automatically be assumed to be evil? 

Modern Germany is clearly divided into three 
generational groups, not well recognized outside the 
country. 

• At.the top are the aging men and women who hved 
through the Hitler era. and whose memories are fading 
rapidly. Many of them are still nostalgic for the glory days 
and are not sure what went wrong. ' 

There are others of the same generation whose shock 
and chagrin at the evU loosed on the world by the Third Reich 
is such that they cannot talk about H. and want only to forget 

• Hie next generation is the men and women now" in 
middle age who. in general, are running the country. Thev 
have widely admitted the national guilt of Germany, and 
have worked hard to rebuild their country and pay its debts 

These leaders, personirted by President Walter Scheel 
and Chancellor Schmidt, are responsible for making sure 
that Germany is a good partner with the other eight 
members of the Common Market, paving the biggest share 
of its budget and getting the smallest return. 

• The third generation does believe m its itmocence. 
Well-informed by modem communications, the Germans in 
their 20s and 30s are sure there are more neo-Fascists in 
France. Italy and Great Britain than in Germany They know 
that young Americans put on swastikas and publish racist 
and anti-Semitic materials that are illegal in Germany They 
feel that they have been thoroughly educated on the evils 6l 
the Hitler era. and most of them are tired of hearing and 
reading about it. 

Most young people are surfeited with the emotionalism 
of Hitler's crimes. They are more curious about the question 
of how he came to power, and how he was able to manipulate 
the Cieiman people as he did. This is the issue that the 
documentary movie explores best 

Nostalgia for the Nazi era? The younger Germans laugh, 
and accuse their neighbors of being jealous of Germany's 
remarkable rise to prosperity and power so soon after being 
crusbed in war 

What most Germans seem to want is to be able to live 
their lives in a democratic society in harmony with their 
neighbors, without their friends scrutinizing every domestic 
development for evidence of a return to the bad old days 

The younger Germans keep asking; When will we be ac¬ 
cepted on these terms? The events of the last several weeks 
seem to show the answer is still. "Not yet "

Egypt and the Palestine Liberation Organization are 
pressing efforts to get President Carter to agree to high- 
level, direct U.S.-PLO contacts with a view to including the 
PLO in some form in future Arab-lsrael peace negotiations. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy is due to jom 
other Arab foreign ministers in the United States Sept. 17. 
Cairo Radio announced after meetings between Fahmy and 
PLO chairman Yasser .Arafat in Cairo Aug. 23. 

Aralat praised lYesident Carter's latest slatemeni 
criticizing Israel for authorizing new settlements on the 
Israeli-occupied Jordan West Bank. He recalled that Carter 
had become the first U.S. president to speak about national 
rights of the Palestinian people 


Aralat told Egypt s Middle East news agency that the 
PLU. anxious to begin a direct dialogue with the United 
States, was awaiting a U.S reply to a request filed last year 
to open an office in the UniM States. 

Asked about prospects of a PLO-U.S. dialogue and 
reports that the PLO might be prepared to accept United 
NatiMis Security Council Resolution 242. which might con 
stitute tacit recognition of Israel. Arafat replied: "We are 
still awaiting changes in the world arena so that we caa give 
our views more clearly.■'

Behind the microphone in a 
littld iwoi of a room above the 
Arctic Traveller hotel Is Bill 
Bill, part-time disc ioekey and 
full-time Ticincipal of the ted- 
eral school here. 

";\rlhur Gordon. Arthur, 
we’ve got two calls for you. 
Would you please phone 2768 
and 2422? Hey. you’re a pojni- 
lar guy tonight. It must be all 
those girlfriends." 

Bill Bill — he's tell >’ou his 
given name is William only 
after some pressure — is a 
native of Windthorst. Sask.. 
but after almost 10 years in 
the Arctic he's become as 
true a northerner a.s the Inuit 
he lives among. 


C?HLMO-FM is one of sever¬ 
al pirate radio statiems in fhe 
Arctic, stations which have 
never bothered to a|>ply to the 
Canadian nadlo-tele>dsion and 
Telecommunicaticais (Iktrqmis- 
sion for a licence because of 
the minuscule size of their 
ojieratlons. 

"Actually, our broadcast 
range is only About two, three 
miles." says Bill Bill 

The government doesn’t 
seem to care much about 
pirate stations in the Arctic, 
although Bill Bill admits fhaf 
"once in a while we get a call 
from the MOT (ministi^ of 
transport) telling us to cool it 
because ’we're Interfering 
with airplane signals." 

Most of the records he plays 
are from his own collection. 
The local Inuit qommunhy 
council’s recreation associa¬ 
tion owns and operates OHI- 
MO-FM and uses a small cut 
from local beer sales to cover 
its limited exjienses- and buy 
tite occasional record. 

CHIMO-FM runs a popular 
twice-weekly radio bingo with 
prizes up to $1,000. The prize 
money is raised by the sale of 
bingo cards at $5 each — not 
an <(korbitant price in the 
north where a quart of milk 


sells for nearly $2 and a loaf 
of bread for 90 cents. 

Bill play.s mostly English- 
language music but during 
the day. while he administers 
the local school. OHIMO-FM 
Is manned by Sammy Angan- 
tuk. who plays a lot of Inuit 
tunes. 

Tonight, though. Blli U span¬ 
ning a disc by Slkamuit (peo 
pie of the ice) a popular Inuit 
rock bend. from the Hudson 
Bay coast town of Povungni- 
tuk. 350 miles west of here. 

BUI. in his late thirties, 
taught for four years In Sas¬ 
katchewan then returned to 
university for one year to 
finish his degree. At the end 
of that year, he was wtmder- 
ing: "WTiat next? I needed 
something new and dif¬ 
ferent.” 


He apt'lied to the federal 
department of northern af¬ 
fairs for an Arctic job and 
w as soon w-inging* his wwy to 
Wakeham Bay, Que. He Is 
married to a childhood aweel- 
heart from Windthorst, and 
his three young‘children are 
bilingual, ST>eaking English 
and Inuktitut. 

"My youngest girl, Misty, 
has really made the cultural 
switch." he said. "She even

Judges rap paroles, day passes 
and ‘rehabilitation’ as failures

A 4d->’ear-old habitual 
criminal who held a Delta, 
B.C. family hostage laat year 
uhile he was free on day 
parole should never have been 
released from prison^ a 
county court judge said 
Thursday. 

Judge Murray H>xie made 
the comment while sentencing 
Lloyd George Forrester to 20 
years in prisOT for armed rob¬ 
bery. to be ser\'ed consecu¬ 
tively with a 20-year anned 
robbery sentence he was 
given in 1972. 

“I find it incredible that the 
authorities at Matsqui (prts- 
on) would have allowed For¬ 
rester to be absmt from that 
instltuti<Mi.” Judge said. 

In an inteniew after die 
sent^cing. Les Bewley, Van¬ 
couver’s senior trial judge, 
said that Forrester’s release 


Hyde noted that two shots 
were fired during the in¬ 
cident, including one at police 
during a chase, and the fami¬ 
ly of five w*ere threatened 
with firearms. 

'*7)113 was a cold-blooded, 
planned and calculated rob¬ 
bery at a private resident 
with firearms,” he said. 

Just before sentence was 
passed. Forrester told the 
court that the value of stolen 
goods described by witnesses 
varied greatly, and asked 
‘ ai'e the jewels wtJrth $70,000 
or are they just worth 
$3,500?” 

Hyde replied that he didn't 
see how the value of the goods 
made arty difference. 

He said that botli Forrester 


and Williams had little chance 
of being rehabilitated. 

Bewley said it is time t)iat 
the federal -government .seal- 
izes that rehid)ilitative pro¬ 
grams are a demonstrated 
failure and should abolish 
paroles and temporary ab¬ 
sences.

an operation which shouldn’t 
he performed ofiener than 
once evey four ^-ear^ Peoiv 
ie;i always bloom much more 
Ii-eely when allowed to go 
their own way, settling down 
comloiiably in the one spot 
until the clumps get too big 
and tloppy and most of the 
c'tKxlnws in the soil has been 
cvhausted. 

One common symptom in¬ 
dicating over-congested 
growth and exhausted soil is 
when cut flowers shed their 
{►ctals after only a day in 
water. 

I sltould point out here that 
the planting instructions T 
gave yesterday apply not only 
to the divisions from your old 
pecmy clumps, but to newly 
purchased peony roots, and I 
do hoi>e you will be buying 
and setting out some of these 
glorious plants this fall. 

It is poftsible to order your 
peony roots by the color of the 
bloom, speclfjing pink, white 
or red, but purchased in this 
way you will he getting only 
tile commonest kinds — ty 7 »s 
seen In almost everybody’s 
garden — and I think it is 
much better to order your 
peonies by name. A named 


fllony is A plant with a pedi¬ 
gree. 8 thoroughbred and an 
aristocrat among plants. 

]• thought today 1 would list . 
and descrll)© a few of my own 
tavorites. Please note, though, 
that these are not necessarily 
the best, and certainty not the 
newest. 

FESTTVA :\IAXniA — This 
is c«ie 'of the oldest named 
varieties, for it is 119 years 
sinre it was bred and raised 
Irom seetl. and it* has been 
pr opagated ever since by root 
division; any plant that can 
keep going for o\'er a century 
without an -infusion of new 
blood has get to be inherently 
strong and vigorous. 

It is a white peony with 
flecks of crimson on the 
centre petals, very large and 
as round as a grar)efruit. One 
small fault is a tendency to 
floppiness, and I find it neces¬ 
sary to stake it with one of 
those hoop gadgets around its 
middle to support the outer 
stems. 

>rO\S. Jl’LES EUE A 
heautiful silvery pink flower 
somewhat pointed in the 
<entre, awning into bloom 
earlier in the year than most 
kinds and lasting a Iwig time 
in w'ater. 

FEUX CROrSK — This is 
aljout the reddest of all the 
peonies, a brilliant crim¬ 


son with large, globe-shaped 
blooms. It is a strong grower, 
needing no staking, and with 
exquisite fragrance. 

ALBERT CROUSE — Bred 
and introduced in France in 
the year 1893, Albert Crouse 
makes a \er>’ large, beauti¬ 
fully rounded flower in a 
fre^. aalmon pirdc shade, it 
is sweetly fragriuit. and is cwie 
of the last peonies in our gar¬ 
den to bloom. Tt consider^ this 
an advantage, tor it keeps the 
peony show going after the 
early birds have paoked up 
for the season. 

LAURA DESSERT - For 
many years the plant 
breeders and hybridizers have 
been attempting to produce a 
yellow her^ceous peony, and 
Laura Dessert is one of their 
accomplishments. W’hlle not a 
true butter yellow, it opens a 
lemon yellow in the centre, 
blending to pink at the outer 
edges, a loveh'* thing. I have 
had good reports on two odier 
yellows —. C.oldMi Bracelet 
and Primevere — but I 
haven’t actually seen them 
yet. 

K.\RL RO.SEKFELD The 
darkest of the reds, pi'cr\iding 
welcome contrast to the light 
a welcome awrtrast to the 
light pastel shades. It is strong 
but unfortunately witlXKil any 
semt. 


SARAH BERNHARDT 
Another old-timer, dating 
back to 1906. and the most 
popular peony in our garden 
for cutting. It bears large, 
beautifully-shaped blomns m 
an apple-blossom pink shade, 
and is generous to a fault; I 
have cut as many as 19 
glori^ blooms from one el¬ 
derly j)lant. Sarah Bemdardt 
ha.s some^vhat more fra- 
gram-e than moat peonies, 
and lasts a kwtg time in 
water. 

LE CYGNE - The is 
an unpredictable peony', 
ing well in one garden and 
failing miserably in another, 
and for no perceptible reas<m ' 
Because of this, it is rather 
hard to find, as most com¬ 
mercial growers hav'en't tl^e 
time nor the patience to fuss 
with temperamental stars. 

But the American Peony So¬ 
ciety give* Le CVgne the 
highest rating of any peony 
grown i— a rating of 9.9 on a 
sc-ale in which a score of 10 
represenes the impossibly per¬ 
fect flower. The bloom* are 
breathtaking in their delicate 
loveliness - a puie nulk 
white with incurved i>etals. 

Many of these varieties are 
ll.steJ in the catalogue of 
Feimcliff Bulb Gardens. Ifai* 
zic, B.C. VOM IMO, but not I.e 
Cy/nc. I don’t have a current 
source for this fine iieony.

All 
we put up WAS our know••ho^v 
and money. Tt ain’t wtjrth 
fighting about.” 

Planter rolled up his 
sleeves. “Well. I’m rea^ to 
fight alXHit it. We were iriven 
the Panama Canal in perpe¬ 
tuity. That means for life or 
forever, whichever comes 
first.” 

McCarthy, the bartender, 
said.

You 
want to fight about it you buy 
a ticket to the Canal Zorie and 
slug it out there.”

As soon as Elvis finished 
his stint on the Berle show, 1 
knew that heje was someone I 
should know but didn’t. So I 
made my way through the 
sci'eamlng teenagers to the 
ship’s wardroom where stod 
Elvis hairpily with an old 
friend. Col. Tom Parker, his 
manager. 

I Imd Known Parker through 
a famous oldtime singer. 
Gene Austin, who had found 
Parker barking yellow-paint¬ 
ed sparrows as canaries In a 
carnival. 

Gene had made the colonel 
his ro^d manager. You old 
timers will recall that Austin 
once sold 12 million copies of 
a record culled My Blue 
Heaven. 

The colonel then latched 
onto Eddie Aimold and be¬ 


came his manager. The colo¬ 
nel’s next job W’as a medicine 
show that t>eddled a tonic in 
the Bible Belt called Hadacol. 
It had about as much akohol 
in it as a triple martini. 

The teetotaling Southern 
Batpists forgot ati their aches 
and pains aher drinking a few 
bottles of the tonic because 
they were drunk. 

The colonel made a lot of 
HKHiey peddling Hadacol but 
it was nothing to what he dis¬ 
covered In the band of his 
tpedicine show — Elvis play¬ 
ing guitar. 

Pai1«er droppei^his connec¬ 
tion with Eddie Arnold, still a 
tc^ country singer, and 
latched onto this new boy. 

So when I came into the of¬ 
ficer’s wardroom, the colonel 
aaid: "Jim. I want you meet 
mah boy. Elvis.” 

Elvis w-as an incongrous 
sight in those days. No one 
wore lung sideburns yet. but 
he did. He looked exactly like 
what he been before the 
cokmeTs medicine show a 
southern Iruckdriver. 


First thir^ that struck me 
about Elvis outside ct hts 
rough-hewn appearance was 
his good manners — a sense 
of politeness that was to stay 
with him until the end oC his 
life. 

Just recently in a column I 
commtnled that. Henry (The 
Sonl) Winkler had the best 
mannei's of any superstar 
since Elvis Presley. Ironical-' 
ly. Winkler in Happy Days is 
di'essed in the same style a.s 
Elvis was on that first meet¬ 
ing. 

Hvis told me how he had 
taught himself to play on a 
S3.96 guitar hie father had 
bought him. He had been bom 
in Tupek), MIm.. but had 
moved to Memphis and at¬ 
tended high school there. 

Elvis said that, strictly as a 
gift- to his mother ha adored, 
he had made a recording 
called That’s All Right, 
Mama. 

He took it to the Sun Record 
Co. On Memphle and the pres-^ 
ident of the company lik^ it 


-Jbut didn’t do an 3 rthing about it 
for a year. 

In toe meantime, Elvis took 
a (SS-a'Week job driving a 
truck. 

Randy Wood, later to be¬ 
come tead of Dot 'Records, 
once told me he heard the 
record too and'liked it. "But I 
also heard one by a new 
singer named Pat Boone 1 
liked better. So I signed Pat 
instead of Elvis, wiiich prob» 
bly cost me unknown mil^ 
lions.” 

Sam Phillips, head of Sun, 
called Elvis back in a year 
and hustled him into a reeord- 
session with That’#''-All 
Right, Mama. Blue Moon 
Kentucky w’as on the flip side, 

A loc^ disc jockey played 
the record and got so many 
requests he had to repeat it 
seven times on a three4iour 
broadcast. This is when toe 
colonel moved in and hired 
Elvis for hiS medicine show 
and signed him to a manage¬ 
rial contract. 50 per cent for 
Elvis and 50 per cent for the 
colonel, *

Killer whales haven't been known to be dangerous to 
small boats in their wild ocean tife, aHhoagIt I- and tnosi other 
small, boat fishermen are a little af)prehen8lve when they 
mmgla amongst a sports fishing fleet., especially if it is a big 
pod. where they surface beside the boats and aisnetinies 
swim right under a boat. 

Strangely, tjhe.v never s«em to hit a fishing line, although 
h'w they miss l^em is a mirai-le in Itself. 

It is a thrin to see them in the ocean, but It is also nice to 
■ he a little distance away when \ou are in a 12-rool aluminum. 

When the whales apoear in the lishing grrmnd. sport fish¬ 
ing ju.st driea off. for at least a day. 

But attitudes towards the whales certainly have changed. 
\<.wadavs they are mo»'e or le.'j.s considered friends. I„e.s8 
than 20 years ago they we^e hated by fishermen, so much so 
that federal fisheries had f-lans to establish small artillery 
w^aiKins on a point near Campbell River and sh<x>t them as 
they pas«*d by those waters. 

I like to see them, but I don't want to see a trained whale 
I’eleased, or even one that ha« been molested by capture. I 
don’t want to meet up with a too^friendly whale or an angry 
whale when I am fishing. 

Sport'S selm<m lishermen are having a real bonanza In 
.I'lan djfJuca Strab from Sooke to Oak and are now get¬ 
ting a tmWl bag of coho and pinks, with almost as many 
coho as pinks.

golf, horse racing: and an ill- 
defTned category called 
rumors —■ what the neighbors 
say, maybe?

OTTAWA (CP) — Suspected 
child beaters rarely have to 
undergo psychiatric examina¬ 
tions before their children are 
released from hospital, leav¬ 
ing these youngsters exi>os<‘d 
to further Injury or death 
saj's an Ottawa psychiatrist. 

Dr^ Salwyfi Smith, head of 
the Forehsic unit at the Royal 
Ottaw'a Hbsidtal, said here 
that a social worker — who is 
not qCialified to diagnose 
serious mental illness — 
usually makes the crucial de¬ 
cision about whether it is safe 
to let a child remain witJi the 
parents. 

^ He said since he came to 
Ottawa 18 months ago. he has 
been professionally involved 
in six deaths resulting from 


T>ossible child abuse, all of 
which theoretically could 
liave Ijeen jwevented. 

Smith said child abuse units 
at hospitals should include a 
psychiatrist, a pedlatriclHri 
and a social worker, all with 
carefully defined roles.

P. A. KumUor’, deputy 
cliief of Leningrand s traffic 
police, told the newspaper 
that “even* day reports in-

many accidents can be laid to 
jaywalking pedestrians. 

•Another type erf accident is 
the natural desire of drivers 
to sw er\e so as not to hit pe¬ 
destrians. which often results 
ill collisions widi oncoming' 
iralfic. This causes deaths to 
other people, but. the guilty 
;»edesirian stays alive." 

K\i/netso\' said that for a 
long time there was the opin¬ 
ion that. ever>- arrident was 
tfte fault of the driver. "That 
is not right. Just look at the 
itamtica.” he said. 

He said that during the 
month of September, "militia. 
N-oluntary police and repre¬

Winds up to 155 


Mexicans flee peril 
of Hurricane Anita 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex. 
fUPl) — Hurricane Anita in¬ 
tensified suddenly to a 1&5- 
nule-an-hfHir storm Thursday 
night, but the centre of the 
ffvsiiiing winds angled away 
from towns along the interna¬ 
tional border and headed for 
the sparsely settled coast of 
northeastern Mexico. 

Thousands of Mexican na¬ 
tionals fled across the Rio 
Grande into Texas, filling res¬ 
cue shelters and joining an 
exodus away from the powei'- 
fiil and potentially deadly 
winds. 

A dozen pregnant women 
and one cardiac patient were 
among the 2.000 ikersons who 
. crammed ttieir way into the 
Brownsville Civic Centre. 

Popular tourist towns along 
the southern Texas coast were 
evacuated and there was little 
sign of life in the ixirt city of 
Brownsville. Tex., where gale 
winds of 6U miles an Itour and 
light showers struck soon 
after sundown. 

But the sister cities of 
Brownsville and Matamoros. 
Mexico — the centres of an 
international metropolis of 
730.000 persons — apparently 


weie si>ared the worst of 
winds and rain. 

“live shift In wiurse has 
saved BrcMnsville's neck.” 
said Dr. Neil Frwik. director 
of the National Hurricane 
Centre in Miami. “If the 
centre of this thing had gone 
right over Brownsville. It 
would have raised havoc.” 

"We haven’t changed our 
minds at all about prepara¬ 
tions here," said Cameiwt 
County Judge Ray Ramcffi. in 
charge of the emergency pre- 
I;are<lnes8 in Brownsville. 

"Storms have hit south of 
here before and come right up 
tlie coast. We have to be <mi 
the alert for at least 24 more 
hours.” 

As late as 3 p.m. Thursday 
the NWS w-as reporting winds 
from lhe hurricane at 125 
m.p.h., but by 5 p.m. the 
winds had increased to 150 
m.p.h. At 9 p.m. the winds 
were rei»rted to be 155 mp.h. 

"This continued movement 
toward the west-southwest in¬ 
creases the threat that the 
^aiheastem coast of Mexico 
will be hit directly by the 
strongest part of this ex¬ 
tremely dangerous hurri¬ 
cane,” the NiVS said. 


The path of the storm could 
take it into marshy coastal 
areas and then into the moun¬ 
tains which lie Just from the 
Me.xican coast. 

One Brownsville weather of¬ 
ficial said he expected the e>’e 
of the storm to strike 90 miles 
south the Mexican- 

American border. 

”If the brunt of the storm is 
in Mexico,” said Texas Gov¬ 
ernor Dolph Briscoe, “we will 
make available to them what- 
ev-er help they' request.” 

Anita, which devek^ied into 
a hurricane Tuesday, first 
headed toward the Louisiana 
coast, changed its direction 
toward die popular resort 
town of O^pus Christ!, then 
shifted toward Brownsville.

Ethel Waters 
dead at 76 


CHATSITORTH, Calif. 
fUPI) — Ethel Waters, stage 
and screen star who captured 
the hearts of millions of fans 
with her earthy spiritual and 
blues renditions of Stormy 
Weather and Am I Blue, died 
Thursday of an apparent 
heart failure at age 76. 

Miss Waters, wliose enter¬ 
tainment career spanned 
more than-60 years, ^ed at 
the home of friends at 7:45 
a.m. She had been ill for a 
number of yegrs. 

A deeply religious woman, 
the grey-haired Miss Waters 
made her Broadway debut in 
Planpition Revue of 1924. 
scoring one of the great song 
hits ever when she introduced 
Dinah. Ml<:s Waters was still 
making television appear¬ 
ances in her 70s until she was 
beset by illnesses. 

Stricken with dial)etes and 
heart trouble during the 1960s 
and living on a small social 
security che<}ue. Miss Waters 
once commented, *T couldn't 
he haptiier because I'm at 
peace with the liord.” 

It wtis her renditions of 
spirituals tliat brotirht, her 
greatest fame and she was 
tl>e first woman ever to sing 
St. Ixiuis Blues. 

For the past 15 years. Miss 
Waters dev'oted most of her 
time to file Billy flraham Cru¬ 
sade in the United Slates. 
Enmpe'and Asia. For the last 


month, she had been staying 
with friends Paul and Julie 
Dekorte In Chatsworth in 
northern Ix)s Angeles Cbunty. 

Funeral services were pend¬ 
ing at Forest Lawn Mortuary 
in Glendale. Calif. 

MiSs Waters was bom Oct. 
31, 1900, In Chester, Pa., and 
said later the fact that her 
family wes so pour probably 
was the reason she never held 
on to the fortune she made. 

She made her initial stage 
aiipearance at 17 and after 
achieving considerable suc¬ 
cess. toured w'ith a jazz group 
and dev'elotied into a leading 
theatre and cafe personality. 
She became deerjly' interested 
in religion and gave up sing¬ 
ing in night elute to concen¬ 
trate on spirituals. 

The motion picture industry 
recognized her talents artd 
cast her in As Thousands 
Cheer. At Home Abroad, and 
Phapsody’ In Blatck. 3te re¬ 
ceived an Academy Award 
nomination in 1950 for her 
role In Pinky.

It 
was shocked by amendments 
to the Land Commission Act 
introduced Tuesday in the Le¬ 
gislature. 

"We don’t want to see our 
agricultural land-use prob¬ 
lems being resolved in the po¬ 
litical arena," federati<m 
president Ralph Barichello 
eaid in a news release, "and 
that is exactly what is going 
to hapiten , if the provincial 
cabinet is given the power to 
ov errule decisions of the land 
commission." 

Under the amendments in¬ 
troduced by Environment 
Minister James Nielsen, the 
cabinet's environmental land 
use committee would be able 
to consider appeals rejected 
by the commission. 

In the current system, an 
appellant first must gain the 
approval of the commis¬ 
sioners before the matter can 
be taken to the cabinet, but 
this is being done away uith. 

Barichello said the move re¬ 
flected an increasingly incon¬ 
sistent attitude of the govern¬ 
ment tpward problems of the 
agricultural community. 

Barichello al.so recommend¬ 
ed that the agricultural land 
resene be taken out of the 
hands of the environment 
ministry, and given to the ag¬ 
riculture ministry.

It’s either the greatest 
investment <^^rtunity the 
people ot British Columbia 
ever had or the biggest shell 
game in towm. depending on 
v^re your politics lie. 

Premier l^nnett, defending 
his B.C Resources Invest¬ 
ment Corporation Act (Bill . 
87), said W'ednesday that the 
new corporation had been 
created b^ause "it is obvious 
that the people of B.C. are 
aw'&iting such a corporation 
because their capital lies 
waiting. If it is there has to 
be harnessed, and this is the 
vriiicle that will allow them to 
harness their capital in an ac¬ 
ceptable way."' 

Opposition Leader David 
Bareetl (NDP — Vancouver 
East) didn’t see it quite that 
vrey. 

Barrett said the new cor¬ 
poration v^'as unique only in 
that "it gives the people the 
opportunl^ to sell off some¬ 
thing to themseW&s which 
ttiey already cwn and have al¬ 
ready paid for once." 

Barrett added that only a 
"government dominated by 
n&ed car dealers could come 
up with this type of philoso¬ 
phy . . . where else can you 
sell yourself something you 
already owm?" 

But Barrett's attack didn’t 
faze Bennett's defence of the 
investment corporation, sche¬ 
duled to move into open mar^ 


ket competition with the back¬ 
ing of several large' govern¬ 
ment-owned corporations. 

\\'hen the investment cor¬ 
poration becomes fact it will 
take over ownership of Pla¬ 
teau Mills/ Kootenay Forest 
Products and part of C!anadi- 
an Cellulose and Westcoast 
Transmission. It will also be¬ 
come owner of selected natu¬ 
ral gas and oil rights. 

Bennett said the corporation 
would give the ordinary peo¬ 
ple of B.C. a chance to invest 
in the future erf the province 
and share the profits. 

The premier told Barrett 
that as an investor and as a 
businessman he had been a 
total failure. 

When Barrett shouted 
across the floor “let’s go on 
televisi(XT and discuss it" Ben¬ 
nett snapped "Why? I can’t 
help it if you can’t draw an 
audience on your own." 

He told Barrett "your per¬ 
formance might be worthy of 
Las Vegas, but apparently 
you're only a lounge show, the 
warm-up for the main per¬ 
formance. I’m not going to 
drag your crowd for you, get 
your own crowd. If they ww’t 
come out, that means nobody 
wants to listen to you." 

Barrett told the house that 
Canadian Cellulose, one of the 
companies due to become an 
asset in the new corporation 
"is one of our treasures and I 


want to make it very dear 
and very emphatic that I 
don’t intend to stand by idle 
and see our company, ewned 
by every citizen in this prov¬ 
ince, sold off to the few rich 
who can afford to buy that 
stuff up." 

Bennett insists that when 
shares in the new corporation 
go on the market they will be 
at a price within reach of all 
citizens. 

A similar (corporation in Al¬ 
berta had a share value of $16 
when issued about a year ago 
and w’aj? trading Wednesday 
at around $17.50. 

On several occasions the de¬ 
bate revived old and bitter 
memories. Barrett referred to 
Robert Sommers, former So¬ 
cial Credit minister of lands 
and forests who went to jail 
for accenting a bribe. 

Bennett rebuked Barrett for 
digging so d(»ep into history to 
make his point. 

And he reminded him that 
his own forests minister Rob¬ 
ert Williams had given spe¬ 
cial deals to crowm-oivTied or 
soon-to-be crown-owmed forest 
companies. 

He said that had what TM1- 
liams did as minister been 
done for "a private sector 
corporation ... he might not 
be a research assistant at 
$80,000 or any other dollars 
today because what was done 
was wrong." 


AirWest strike possible 
by end of month—union 


A Teamsters Unjon official 
said Wednesday employees of 
AirWest Airlines Ltd. might 
be in a positicxi to strike by 
the middle of this month as a 
result of a breakdown in con¬ 
ciliation talks. 

Business agent Wes Ander- 
•on said federal conciliation 
officer Jack Chapman had re¬ 
turned to his Winnipeg home 
ovemifht Tuesday because of 
the r^sal of the Teamsters 
to take part in extended talks. 

The union charged Cha^ 
in' a n was unnecessarily 
prolonging the bargaining 
procedure by extending the 
original time period for the 
talks. 

Andersem denied a radio re¬ 
port that the pilots and other 


emplo>'ees had ended their 
prolonged "study session" 
and returned to the job with 
the airline. 

"There are only about 10 
who went back and they went 
back over the last memth.

An increase in carbon diox¬ 
ide in the air caused by hidus- 
trializalion is creating a 
"greenhouse” effect ^^hich 
islll warm Earth, melt the 
polar ice caps and flood coast¬ 
al cities. 

The increase in cloud cover 
caused b>’ industrialization 
wlU refle<-t back more of the 
!»un’8 heat and light, cooling 
I he planet and leading to an¬ 
other ice age. Coastal cities 
will be jnished Into the o^ean 
by ma.ssive glaciers. 

TAKP* j-xair i»ick of the 
theories, but neitlier one of 
them or their many variations 


has a solid basis in scientific 
fact, according to Dr. Joseph 
Smagorinsky of Phrinceton 
University. 

Smagoi^sky. head of the 
Geophysical fluid Pynamic.s 
Laboratory at Princeton, is 
chairman of tfie Joint Or^ 
ganizing Committee for the 
First GAKP Globa] Experi¬ 
ment, %nd m case you haven’t 
guessed already. GARP 
stands for Global Atmos])her- 
ic Research Project. 

In Victoria this week (or a 
meeting of the JOC exe<‘Utive 
board and other FX5GE of¬ 
ficials. f^magorinsky said that 
climatological research was 
still in its infancy, since much 
of the raw data needed to 


make (>ound scientific conclu¬ 
sions simply do not exist. 

Tins IS esident from the 
fact that profwnents of botii 
ttie “warmer Earth” and 
“cooler Earth” theories ire- 
qiicntly use the same data, 
but come to (^posite caiclu- 
skxis. 

Huge areas of ocean along 
the equator, in particular, had 
l)eon -kirlually untouched by 
large-scale scientific observa¬ 
tion, Smagorinsky said, and 
weather syTiteme. with long¬ 
term ramifications for world 
climate, are spawned. 

There was no question that 
many human activities had an 
impact on climate, Sma¬ 
gorinsky said.

Regional group 
goes down drain 


CY)URTENAY — The con¬ 
troversial regional district 
marina committee has been 
dissolved. The action came on 
e motion by CJour^ay city 
representative Bill Moore. 

The marina committee 
came in for strong censure at 
the July regional board meal¬ 
ing when directors learned 
the committee had over spent 
its budget by many thousand.^ 
of dollars. 

Regional chairman Norm 
l,j'sne said the extra expendi¬ 
ture had been made because 
some items planned for Phase 
2 had seemed more appropri¬ 
ate In Phase 1. 

Many of the directors at the 
July meeting expressed con¬ 
cern about the expenditure 
and some questioned the ri^ 
of the regional board to be in¬ 
volved in a marina. 

The marina was to have 


Iteen developed at Oyster Bay 
between Courtenay and 
Campbell River. 

Director Moore, who is also 
majw of Courtenay, then 
mch'cd to dissolve the senior 
citizens resource committee, 
another regional committee 
which had caused some con¬ 
cern. 

The cfwnmittee recently re¬ 
ceived completed coiJies of a 
survey it had commissioned, 
but has withheld the results 
becau.se committee members 
were not satisfied 'tHth the 
statistics , the report con¬ 
tained. 

Moore w*as unsuccessful in 
having that cortimittee dis¬ 
solved but his motion was irbt 
wit hout support. 

To complete his input to the 
August meeting. Moore 
suggested perhaps it would be 
an idea to dissolve the region¬ 
al board. 


THE HEAT generated b>’ > 
cities for instance was one of 
the myriad "events” that had 
an impact on the weather. 
Carbon dioxide from combu.s- 
tion, exiiaust from supersonic 
aircraft. • fertilizers, patterns 
of agriculture, and efforts to 
seed clouds were others. 

•'But »we still don’t kmow 
much about carbon dioxide in 
the atmosphere, and we can’t 
understand It until under¬ 
stand the system in its natu¬ 
ral state. How the natural 
system responds to ttiese in¬ 
fluences can only be knovvm if 
we know what the natural 
sj'stem Itself is.” 

'niE EXPERIMENT was 
the largest attempt e%'er 
Tnade to get a look at the nat¬ 
ural system, according to Dr. 
Bo Doos of the World Meteo¬ 
rological Organization in Gen¬ 
eva. 

Doos, as director of GARP 
activities, has been placed in 
charce of an effort which will 
eventually involve 145 nations. 

70 of which will conduct inves¬ 
tigations during 1979. the ex¬ 
perimental year, while the 
rest will be proridlng access 
to meteorological data and 
other resources which exist 
already. 

AMONG the resources 
which will be brought to bear 
are nine satellites — bvo 
American and Russian 
satellites in orbits which take 
them across the earth's poles, 
filus two Arperican, on* Japa¬ 
nese. on® European and one 
Russian satellite in “geostatic 
opbits” which exactly match 
the speed of the earth’s rota¬ 
tion, thus keeping them over 
one point on the earth’s sur¬ 
face. 

There will be 50 ships espe¬ 
cially engaged in the experl- 
menf work, and five air-drop 
tracks in which aircraft will 
continually dron measuring 
devices to record atmospheric 
conditions their way back 
to ear^. 

« 0 >fE 3fi0 ha noons wii! 
record data in the upper at¬ 
mosphere at an altitude of 1.5 
kilometres, while at the either 
extreme. 3(X) Canadian-built 
drift buoys will gather Infor¬ 
mation from the ocean sur¬ 
face. 

Hundi-eds of other ships and 
aircraft of convenience—ves¬ 
sels and planes which normal¬ 
ly travel the globe, will be 
taklnv measurements for the 
experiment during their rou¬ 
tine passages as part of the 
data-gathering team. 

The cost of this whole ef¬ 
fort? It is vinitally impossible' 
to pin down, but Rmagorin-skv 
sa>’8 it will be in the hundreds 
of millions <rf dollars. 

THE ALM of the e.xperiment 
is to gather that all-important 
data which could lead to an 
understanding of how our at¬ 
mosphere works. ' 

The main data-gathering 
periods will be January. Feb¬ 
ruary. May and June of 1979. 
two two-month periods which 
happen to coincide with the 
Asiatic monsoon. 

The most intense activitv 
would be concentrated along 
the eouatorial zone, a vast 
area about which little was 
known, Smagorinsk>’ said. Re¬ 
gional studies in other areas 
such as southern Asia and the 
Caribbean, will supplement 
the primary effort. 

THE DAT.A from this mas¬ 
sive undertaking will be first 
collected by Sw;^8h and Rus- 
« i a n pTOces-sing centres. 
Fuller analyses will be done 
at a European data-process- 
ing centre in England, and an 
American centre at Prince- 
bxi. 

It would be two to three 
years after the experiment 
was completed before scien¬ 
tists had their first loc4t at the 
organized data, and scientists 
would probably study experi¬ 
ment data for years after 
that. Smagorinsk>' said. 

\tith an exr>eriment as 
large as this one. however, 
results cannot be expected 
quickly. 

IT WAA conceived in 
1967. and took organizational 
shape in 1968. That was be¬ 
fore “hard times” in th#f<M*m 
of double-digit inflatio^ the 
energy crisis, and other affli¬ 
ctions had begun to slice into 
government and scientific 
budgets, but the program had 
remain^ remarkably intact, 
probably because govern¬ 
ments recognize its Impor¬ 
tance. Smagorinsky said.

But there are indicat}on.s 
that the light installation may 
have alrei^y been ordered. 

Department of highw*a>'5 
workers at the intersection on 
Wednesday told two area resi¬ 


dents that they understood the 
light had already )>een oi> 
dered. 

l^.si(lents have been asking 
for the li^t at the intersec¬ 
tion lor nearly a year, but the 
death last week of Sherry 
Lynn Manderson. 13. in a cai> 
bicycle accident at tiie inter- 
secti«}n, has prompted the re¬ 
newed campaign. 

Mrs. Leila Manderson. the 
girl’s mother, vowed that she 
w'ould be the first out on the 
hiziiway for the blockade, if 
area residents were not 
successful An their campaign 
to get the lighe. 

More than 100 area resi¬ 
dents turned out for the piec¬ 
ing. The mood bT the rii^eTIfijr* 
was quiet, with the audience

Harv'ie said that neither the 
department of highways nor 
RCMP representatives attend¬ 
ed the meeting, because thc>’ 
did not want to discuss the sit¬ 
uation until after the inquest 
irio the Manderson girl’s 
death. 

The inquest is scheduled for 
, next Wednesday. 

Residents are seeking a 
traffic light at the Maki Road- 
Island Highway-Sears Road 
intersection, with Hashing 
amber warning light-; n*irth 
and south of the 'signal. 

They also want flashing 
amber warning lights at the 
traffic signal at the highway 
intersection with Cranbeny 
Avenue, about 1.100 feet south 
of the first Intersection. 

Aid. Alex Ferguson, who 
represents Chase River, said 
that ooimcfl was solidly be¬ 
hind the request for the light, 
as it had been when ihe re¬ 
quest was put forth last year. 

He suggested that the dead¬ 
line lor the blockade be ex¬ 
tended. to allow’ for the regu¬ 
lar council meeting on .Sept. 
12. but residents Insisted that 
the situation warranted an 
emergency meeting of coun¬ 
cil. 

Harvie said thafThe light is 
estimated to coat $16,000. 

A member of 'the audience 
said that it would be ^UYicult,

He suggested aldermen give 
serious consideration to con¬ 
verting the street lighting sys¬ 
tem from mercury vapor to 
sodiom vapor, N^hich is twice 
as efficient. 

The capdtal co.st inwlved 
would be about $300,000 but 
the city would save about 
$80,000 a year on its electrici¬ 
ty* bill. 

Installing time switches so 
that streets would be lighted 
only between dusk and 1 a.m. 
— a common practice in 
Eurojw would, the engineer 
said, result in an initial cafii- 
tal cost of about $200,000 
which cwild be amortizetl 
over five years by an atten¬ 
dant saving in energy. 

"But, the Ifydro rale struc¬ 
ture is based ur>on a monthly 
rate not related to the hours 
of use." 

Reducing the amount of res¬ 
idential street lighting by re¬ 
moving every other light 
would cost about $90,000 but 
could result in an annual en- 
er^ saving of $23,000. he 
said.

Vancouver to Seattle 


A decisiext to spend millions 
of dollars to protect the 
Dallas Road cliffs from ero¬ 
sion is about 200 years away, 
Victoria city council's public 
wv>rks conimittw _ w-aj told 
Thursday. 

'The problem is not serious 
enough to wairanl any major 
corrective action, city engi¬ 
neer John Sansom said. 

"We have about 200 years 
before Dallas Road is serious¬ 
ly affected. The decision to 
spend money to protect it Is 
way in the future, not now." 

Council will be asked next 
week to endorse Sansom's 
recommendati«i that the ero¬ 
sion problem, an average loss 
of three to four inches a year, 
is "slight" and does not re¬ 
quire a big exiienditure for 
c<mstructi<H) of a sea wall. 

He estimated that the co.st 
of building a sea w'all to stabi¬ 
lize the cliffs would run into 
millions of dollars and said 
such actiem would destroy one 
of the last natural beach 
areas in the city. 

Sansom. in a report to al¬ 
dermen. said a significant 
cliff fall last year prompted 
the city to commission a re-

Police want 
canaries 
off the pot 


Canada's canaries can no Ivmg^r legally eat a West 
Gerninn birdseed which pm^motes "singing for canaries 
and other song biros" because it contains marijuana 
seeds, police in Vancouver said Thursday. 

An RCMB drug stjuad .sjmkesman said the birdseed. 
Vilakraft Sing-Song, contains 15 per cent marijuana 
seeds, w hich are illegal in Canada. 

"Hemp seeds aron t prohibited in most European 
«'>imt:1es and in the T.'.S. [providing they're sterilized." 
fasiieclor Richard Dickins said after crime lab testing 
Ol the seeds. 

"But here they’re illegal whether they can be ger¬ 
minated or not." 

A VTctoria [loiice sjjokesman said Thursday that the 
;le:>uly chief had n' t made a ruling about the mari- 
jiiuna-laoed blrdseetl. "You got me over a barrel on 
that one." he said. 

He added. "I imagine what we’ll do is check out tlie 
j>el shojw and advise them to get rid of the stuff.” 

The seeds were arawn to the attention of BCMP at 
\'ancouver by the Tiro-marijuana group NORMl^ 
Canada that said it w'anted to make people aware of the 
"stupidity of mir marijuana laws.” 

Dickms .said the group claimed to have successfully 
germinated seeds from the three-quarter ounce pack- 
u.ijes of birdseed into marijuana seedlings. 

Although the result would be academic, he said the 
Rf’MP crime lab would attempt to duplicate. the 
NORMlX.’anada experiment "just for our owm informa¬ 
tion." 

"We've sought the co-operation of the national dis- 
triimtor to remove the pnaluct and if any retailers wish 
it we'il j'ick It iij) and destmy it," Dickins said. 

He .said Rolf C. Hagen Co. Ltd., the im|X)iler of \1- 
takraft Slng-S(»ng. had agreed to withdraw the product, 
from the market across Canada. Other products named 
Sing-.Song hut not carrying the Vilakraft label were not 
uticeted. he said.
